A BIT OF HISTORY 


It Is always beneficial to go back to history for 


ah' understanding of what is happening now. For 
Instance, we find ourselves involved 'In the organi- 
zation of a Western bloc of nations which we are, 
asked to support to the tune of between $19,000,000,- 
000 and 522,000,000,000. We are also asked to eat 
less, at a time when Russia reports a bumper crop 
and the French peasant refuses to sell his wheat 
because he dislikes the money of his own govern- 
ment. Actually, we know little about all the maneu- 
vers, except that we-are constantly faced by crimes. 


The point I Wish to make is that the American 


people know so little of what is done in their name 
—they are told so little—that they are committed 
to expenditures of wealth and life unnecessarily; 
And I should like to cite General George' Mar- 
shall as my witness. Appearing before the Pearl 
Harbor Committee of Congress he said: 
". . . Had they (the Japanese) not. attacked 
on December 7, had they waited, for example, until 
January 1, there is a possibility that they would not 
have'launched the attack, I do not know, because 
It appeared quite a definite possibility that Russia' 
might get to her feet, which she did." 


During subsequent examination Senator Brew- 
ster asked:

"You and Admiral Stark had both concurred 


In hoping that decision might be deferred for at 
least two or three months."

General Marshall replied: "That was our great- 
desire."

A plan of action had been worked out at a con- 
ference in Singapore concerning which the Ameri- 
can people knew nothing.

War, 
this country and Great Britain were acting jointly 
In the Far Eastern situation, Two messages from1 
Churchill to Roosevelt con0rm this: 


"Your mesage about Japan received tonight; Also. 


full accounts from Lord Halifax of discussions and 
your counter project to Japan 6n which. Foreign 
Secretary has sent some comments. Of course, it.il 
for you to handle this business and we certainly 
do not want an additional war. There is only one 
point that disquiets us. What about Chiang Kai- 
shek? Is he not having a very thin diet? Our. 
anxiety is about China. If they collapse our joint 
dangers would enormously increase. We are sure 
that the regard of the United States for the Chi- 
nese cause will govern your action. We feel that 
the Japanese are most unsure of themselves," 
In another mesage, he said: " . . . Forgive me, 


my dear friend, for presuming to press such a 
course upon you, but I am convinced that it might 
make all the difference and prevent a melancholy 
extension of the war." 
Well, it seems that while' the • British assumed 


that negotiations were taking place to a-ypld. a 
war, what wo now know to be. an ultimatum was 
handed to the Japanese. Secretary Stimson's diary 


wn the morning of the 27th of November, 1941 


—the first thing in the morning I called up Mr. 
.Hull to find out what his final decision had been 
with the Japanese,, whether he had handed them 
the new proposal . . . or whether, he had-handed 
them the new .proposal . . . or whether, 'as he 
suggested yesterday, he had broken the whole'mat- 
ter off. He told me how he had broken the whole 
matter off, as he put it, 'I have washed my hands 
of it and'it is now in the hands of you and Knox, 
the Army and the Navy." 
General Marshal] further testified: 
"My recollection is, and I have' a fairly clear 


recollection of our disappointment, that from the 
military point of view, meaning Army and Navy, 
that we would not gain any more time; our relation- 
'ship to these discussions was on the .one side 
the desire, to gain as much time as we possibly 
could-and on the other to-see that commitments 
were'not made that endangered us from a military 
point of view." .

There is more and more of this and history, will

UNDERACTIVE THYROID GLAND 


' We hear and read much about the overactlve 
thyroid, gland, hyperthyroidism (goiter), how' it 
speeds up all the body processes including the heart 
beat. Because of this .rapid beating of the heart 
during the entire 24 hours, which gradually wears 
away the strength of the heart and causes .other 
changes throughout the body, it is sometimes,nee-- 
essary to remove nearly all of the thyroid gland to 
give the body processes necessary rest. 


We.do'not'-hear nor read so much about under- 


active thyroid gland, hyperthyroidism, where the 
body processes do not work fast enough to keep the- 
mind and body as active as they should be. Because 
of this underactivity certain body processes slow 
up to such an extent that the body puts on excess 
fat, the heart becomes slow, the brain processes 
also slow. This slowness not only allows fat to ac- 
cumulate but also allows water to accumulate, 
which interferes with circulation of the blood to and 
from various parts of the body. 
One of the-parts of the body in which water ac- 


cumulates in the tissues due to underactivity of,the 
thyroid gland is the tissues about the ear. This 
swelling interferes with the balancing canals and is 
the most .frequent cause of dizziness. Eating too 
much salt at meals or in food also holds water in 
the tissues and causes dizziness and head noises — 
buzzing ears. 
That lack of thyroid juice can cause-chronic in- 


flammation of the;sinuses extending into the mid- 
dle ear and causing middle ear deafness.is stated 
in the "Bulletin of the Academy of Medicine,"'.To- 
ronto, by Dr. L. S. Barnes who reported 45 cases 
(43 female, 2 male). All were private patients whose 
chief complaint was deafness, the degree of which 
was shown by audiograms. About 35 of them were 
overweight. 
• 


. The riSse and eustachian tubes were given the 


usual local treatment with nose drops and shrink^ 
ing of the lining of the nose, and removal of any 
bony obstructions. The food was reduced in amount, 
and thyroid extract (% to 1 grains) given daily. In 
young.patients whose symptoms had been present 
less than a year, the results (improvement in hear- 
ing) 
was excellent; where symptoms were,present 


three years 'the results were poor.

In order to prevent any mistake, 
distortion or misconception con- 
cerning1 our referendum, we- re-, 
spectfully submit 'the .following 
facts which we hope you,will care- 
fully weigh in considering our po- 
sition in this matter. 
. From 1940 to date; luring'/the 
war period when the wages of 
most workers and. living; costs 
throughout the natidn were in-- 
creased,- from 50. to'60 per; cent, 
our members have received slight- 
ly more than a 15 per cent -in- 
crease in, their salary.
